A Bit of History About Sundiata 


In 1974, Sundiata and Assata 
Shakur were captured after a 
shoot-out on the New Jersey Turn- 
pike during which their companion 
Zayd Shakur and a state trooper, 
Werner Foerster, were killed. 

Following a highly publicized 
trial, Sundiata was convicted and 
sentenced to life at Trenton State 
Prison. There was confined for 5 
years in a MCU isolation cell which 
was smaller then the SPCA’s space 
requirement for a 90 lb. German 
Shepherd dog. He was then secretly 
transferred over 1,000 miles to the 
infamous Federal Penitentiary at 


Marion, Illinois, although he had no 
federal charges or convictions. An 
entrance exposed to tuberculosis 
while he was at Trenton Prison. 
Even so, for the next 8 years at 
Marion, he was confined 23 hours 
per day in an isolation cell containing 
only a stone bed, toilet bowl and 
sink. Finally in 1987, Sundiata was 
transferred to general population at 
Leavenworth Federal Penitentiary, 
Kansas. 

Sundiata has had only one minor 
disciplinary infraction in the last 10 
years. At Leaventon he has main- 
tained a straight "A" average in all 
his college courses while earning di- 
plomas in both Desktop Computers 
and Paralegal Real Estate Law. He 
has also received “above average" 
job-performance ratings and he has 
worked 7 days per week for the last 
5 years as a cellblock Janitor. 

Because of his outstanding re- 
cord, the New Jersey Department of 
Corrections recently restored the 2,5 
years of “good time" he had lost 
while confined in Trenton’s MCU 
Unit; which made him immediately 
eligible for parole. Yet the New Jer- 
sey Parole Board plans to "hit" him 
with 10 more years when he comes 
up for parole. For Sundiata, already 
56 years old and infected

Campaign in Spain 


We have begun a campaign to 
free two anarchist companeros: Pablo 
Serrano and Andres Torrijos Artes. 
They have been constantly harassed 
by the State (Spain). It's not only that 
their sentences - eight and eleven 
years respectively - exceed those of 
others (fascist of course), but that 
they have had to survive the aggres- 
sion they have faced in jail. 

Andres Torrijos Artes, who until 
now had been kept in Huesca Prison, 
has been subject to reprisals and 
transferred to the Puerto 1 Prison in 
Cadiz, supposedly for having organ- 
ized a meeting after a prisoner was 
beaten by the guards. The true mo- 
tive is his constant denunciations of 
the Director and Administration of 
the prison. Our companero has been 
publishing them in the local press. 

As soon as he arrived at Puerto, 
he started to have problems with ad- 
ministration. For instance, they took 
away his typewriter. 

Pablo Serrano Serrano, who has 
completed a quarter of his sentence, 
has a long history of activism, 
marked by successive battles and fir- 
ings ever since his initiation into the 
world of labour. 

He is also known for his work 
with the Assembly of the Unem- 
ployed, which carries out more radi- 
cal actions (such as expropriating 
food from supermarkets, and eating 


in the Corono Hotel, and leaving the 
bill for the minister of the economy). 

More recently he has moved on 
to other forms of struggle: accused of 
placing bombs in a pub where Yan- 
guis meet and of the death of an ad- 
ministration advisor. 

Once in jail, Serrano denounced 
the corruption there, leading to the 
retirement of the director of the Tor- 
rero jail. He participated in Hunger 
strikes demanding better conditions. 
He was moved to Tenerife, for acting 
in solidarity with the hungerstrikers 
demanding unification of all political 
prisoners.

THE WORLD TRADE 
CENTRE BOMBING 


February 26, the United States 
was faced with a beautiful event. and 
the media had another expedition. I 
am talking about the New York 


bombing of the World Trade Centre. 
The police force made the event a 
sort of adventurous and thoughtful 
process to capture any militant or 
anybody who would do such a thing 
to the united states. Of course within 
a short period of time they picked up 
radical Muslim "terrorists". 





AND SNOWBALLS! 





Mahammed Salameh who was. 
convicted had previously been under 
police surveillance after paying 
prison visits to a fellow Muslim "ter- 
rorist" (EL Sayyid A. Nosair). A 
visit in which the FBI (The fuckin 
assholes that they are.) electronically 
eavesdropped on conversations in At- 
tica State Pen. between the two Mus- 
lims. The pigs (at the time of this 
writing.) gave no confirmation if tape 
recordings were made. Nidal A. 
Ayyad is also a suspect who was re- 
fused bail, and was said to be a 
threat because he could communicate 
with others about the bombing. 
There are also about three other con- 
victed men who they haven’t cap- 
tured yet. Lets hope they don’t get 
them. 


INCARCERATION 


As you can see they monitored 
and suspected Mahammad Salameh 
and Nidel A. Ayyad of the bombing, 
long before the bombing occurred. 
They wanted to get these men badly, 
for any reason, and any others who 
they feel fit. 

The united states who are the big-' 
gest imperialist provokers and sus- 
tainers of the world, want to im- 
prison anybody with a mind of their 
own, a mind for social change, a 
mind for the destruction of the u.s. 
as a whole! They also want to im- 
prison and are imprisoning, people of 
colour, especially people who are 
Muslims, and Muslims are repeat- 
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MPERIALISM! 


edly being denied religious freedom 
from the u.s. 

As is the total population of the 
u.s prison system 3,109 per 100,000 
people incarcerated are black males, 
while only 420 are white males. 
(Muslims are a large number of the 
prison population.) This doesn’t 
mean that blacks are "naughtier" than 
whites, it means that the justice sys- 
tem is unjust and profoundly racist. 
It is obvious that people who are op- 
pressed and "held-down" are going 
to strive for freedom, more than a 
privileged white person, who be- 
lieves his white rulers are telling the 
truth about everything, especially the 
bombing. 

PRE-CONVICTED 


These suspects were convicted 
before the bombing even occurred. 
The struggle against the united states 
is a necessity, whether it comes from 
personal or political means. Imperial- 
ism has to be, demolished and squan- 
dered. Some "officials" speculated 
that the terrorists may have been ex- 
alting revenge for the lack of military 
support of Muslims in Bos- 
nia-Herzegonia. But others noted that 
the bomb could have been planted by 
Muslim militants inspired by any one 
of a host of grudges against the 
united states. The term “united 
states" is a grudge in its own defini- 
tion, they throw attacks against peo- 
ple for fighting for revolution and la- 


bel them terrorists, but the Trade 
Centre is a terrorist itself, so the 
bombing is justified. 

WORLD TRADE 


World Trade is imperialism’s 
support for its expansion. World 
Trade is a form to help other coun- 
tries gain economic stability in which 
to reach enormous profits, and be- 
come a high economic based coun- 
try, a country to be similar to the 
u.s., a hidden democracy sustained 
with lies and greed. Economic ex- 
pansion may seem okay to certain 
countries in which are restrained un- 
der u.s. imperialism, The u.s. only 
wants more money and power. If 
smaller "under-developed" countries 
start to gain economically, so will the 
u.s.. They will remain the boss, 
gaining off of its workers. They want 
close ties with every part of the 
world and they want every country to 
be like them, capitalist, with a hidden 
and controlling democracy over the 
people. Only with the destruction of 
the united states will we ever have 
true democracy. 


JUSTIFIED 


The bombing against the u.s was 


justified and if more occur against 
the u.s or its foundations than they 
would also be justified also. Ma- 
hammed Salameh and Nidal A. 
Ayyad were under surveillance be- 
fore the bombing, they got convicted 
and are now being held in the event 
of the bombing. It’s almost like they 
were previously convicted before the 
bombing even happened, or at least 
Mahammed. u.s imperialism is injus- 
tice and terrorism, as well as its 
World Trade Centre. Stop the u.s. 
from confining people under its sys- 
tem of murder. Bring forth political 
prisoners and help them gain their 
freedom. Support the people being 
"locked-down" under imperialism, 
and support Mahammed Salameh and 
Nidal A. Ayyad. FREEDOM!

Prisoners 
represent and untapped reservoir of 
talent and experience which can be of 
great value to progressive causes and 
to our entire community. 

L.L.P.G. is a new adventure. We 
are currently working on organizing 
prisoner participation in the 1993 
March on Washington. Future plans 
include expanding prisoner participa- 
tion in Pride Day, political groups, 


and all other progressive community 
events. Some vehicles for accom- 
plishing our goals include correspon- 
dence circles, using established alter- 
natives media sources, such as In- 
digenous Thought and Prison News 
Service (Bulldozer), etc., an 
L.L.P.G. newsletter to establish 
communication between prison sys- 
tems and between prisoners and 
non-prisoners, and a re-entry pro- 
gram to assist lesbians and gay men 
who are being released from prison 
to readjust to and rejoin the commu- 
nity. 

Our organization needs all the 
friends, letter writers, organizers, 
and supporters we can get. It isn’t 
just about giving prisoners a 
"hand-out;" it’s about building a new 
kind of community.

On Wednesday, March 10 , a 
group of anti-choice picketers gath- 
ered outside an abortion clinic in 
Pensacola, Florida to harass patients 
and staff. As the clinic doctor, David 
Gunn, got out of his car to enter the 
clinic, he was shot and killed by an 
anti-abortion fanatic. 

Anti-choice groups in the u.s. and 
canada have been unable to win on 
the legal and electorial fronts. Their 
tactic of blockading clinics has 
failed. They rely increasingly on har- 





assment of specific doctors, patients 
and staff at abortion clinics. Randall 
Terry, a leader of the anti-choice in 
the u.s, stated last week that "We’ve 
found the weak link is the doctor. 
We're going to expose them. We’re 
going to humiliate them." These tac- 
tics of Campaign Life and its coun- 
terparts in the u.s. led to the climate 
of violence which resulted in this 
tragic incident, and last year’s bomb- 
ing of Toronto’s Morgentaler Clinic. 
Anti-choice Harassment has 
worsened over the past few years. 
Campaign Life continues to intimi- 
date women and harass doctors, forc- 
ing some physicians to give up their 
practices. This has left parts of the 
province with no access to abortion 
services. The anti-choice must be 
pushed back, or women’s rights will 
be pushed back.

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Racist Attacks in 
Britain 

Police in Britain estimate racially 
activated attacks in Britain rose to 
around 7,800 in 1991 from 4,400 in 
1988, but Anti-Fascist groups say the 
figures understate the problem by a 
factor of 10. They say up to 11 Brit- 
ons were killed in racial attacks last 
year. 

People of colour have been ver- 
bally abused, had racist graffiti 
sprayed on their homes and burning 
rags and excrement pushed through 
mail boxes. Religious establishments 
are also prime targets. 

Right-wing extremists have in- 
creased drastically and racism has 
spread all over Britain, but London 
remains to have the foremost prob- 
lems. A series of racist attacks and 


sayings have been the uprising work 
of the British National Party (BNP), 


and many other fascist groups which 
have been spreading and encouraging 
racial violence in their newsletters 
and have given out telephone num- 
bers and addresses of known oppo- 
nents. "Whenever we hold a meet- 
ing, the next day we come to our of- 
fices they are plastered with racist 
posters," said Makham Bajwa, direc- 
tor of the Council of Racial Equality 
in Greenwich. 

Racism in the police force is also 
a hinderance and a threat to people of 
colour in Britain. Anti-Fascist groups 
say police behaviour ranges from ig- 
noring racially motivated attacks 
through verbal abuse to very wrong- 
ful arrest and violence against people 
of colour on the streets and in 
pig-custody. 

People of colour in Britain are 
forming self-help groups aimed at 
combatting racism, fascism and po- 
lice brutality. In which we all know 
police work together to sustain the 
foundations of racism, and to protect 
the racist-right. Fuck you racists!

typically normal day, homophobia 
was rampant. Lesbian and gay Irish 
Associations were refused to march 
with their banners in the parade.

Many queers marched 
up the street one hour before the pa- 
rade, homophobes were screaming 
"fags" "aids" and other slanderous 
sayings. Many queers blocked the ac- 
tual parade chanting “shame shame" 
and "2-4-6-8-how do you know St.

November 1992, he has not be al- 
lowed to work or collect welfare and 
must rely on friends. 

Joan Honyust who is a part of 
Oneida Nation, has circulated peti- 
tions demanding for David’s papers 
to be returned and for the injustice 
of all North American Natives. 

Native peoples are facing more 
alienation from the Canadian Indian 
Act and North America’s racist 
structure. North America with its 
laws and regulations have discarded 
and are continuing to discard the Na- 
tive peoples plight for freedom. Sup- 
port David Redwolf and other Native 
Peoples in their struggle to obtain 
Native autonomy.
